$2,500,000 Program To Get 


Under Way In Spring

— The 
Stat© Highway Department is go­ 
ing to start to eliminate some of 
those 
diamond-shaped . "one-lane 
bridge’’ and “narrow bridge" signs 
along Ohio road* with a $2,500,OOO 
program of replacement or repair 
of 60 to 70 weak, narrow or hazar­ 
dous bridges. 
Director Murray D Shaffer said 
the special program will get under 
way next spring so that it can be 
completed during the construction 
season and ready for the winter of 
1948-49. 
Plans are being prepared under 
the direction of Glenn R. Logue, 
chief engineer of bridges and rail; 
road crossings, and contracts will 
be awarded this fall and winter, 
Mr. Shaffer added. 
Officials said 
the full 
list 
of 
bridges to be replaced, widened or 
strengthened has not been drawn 
up yet, but* that special attention 
is being given medium-size bridges 
which have become traffic hazards 
"because of low carrying capacity 
or narrow width of roadway’’. No 
extensive relocation is planned. 
This work was sidetracked dur­ 
ing the war because of materials 
and manpower shortages, except 
for urgent projects essential to the 
war effort, Mr. Shaffer said. 
The department already has un­ 
der contract 55 bridge jobs totaling 
$4,065,000. 
Twenty-six 
of 
these, 
costing $2,977,000, have been start­ 
ed this year alone. 
"Hut the need for replacement 
of inadequate highway bridges has 
been increasing steadily and rapid­ 
ly." Mr. Shaffer said. "More than 
half of the 6,316 bridges are either 
too weak or too narrow to accom­ 
modate present highway traffic ade­ 
quately.

Palestine, geographically, lies well w ithin the 
Soviet U nion's sphere. But P alestin e— and m any

NARROW BRIDGES 


$2,500,000 Program To Get 


Under Way In Spring 


By Th* Asteriated Presa. 
COLUMBUS, Sept. 29 — The 
State Highway Department is go­ 
ing to start to eliminate some of 
those 
diamond-shaped . “one-lane 
bridge’' and "narrow bridge" signs 
along Ohio roads with a $2,500,000 
program of replacement or repair 
of 60 to 70 weak, narrow* or hazar 
dous bridges. 
Director Murray D. Shaffer said 
the special program will get under 
way next spring so that it can be 
completed during the construction 
season and ready for the winter of 
1948-49. 
Plans are being prepared under 
the direction of Glenn R. Logue, 
chief engineer of bridges and rail; 
road crossings, and contracts will 
be awarded this fall aud winter, 
Mr. Shaffer added. 
Officials said 
the full list of 
bridges to be replaced, widened or 
strengthened has not been drawn 
up yet, but* that special attention 
is being given medium-size bridges 
which have become traffic hazards 
"because of low carrying capacity 
or narrow width of roadway”. No 
extensive relocation is planned. 
This work was sidetracked dur­ 
ing the war because of materials 
and manpower shortages, except 
for urgent projects essential to the 
war effort, Mr. Shaffer said. 
Tho- department already has un­ 
der contract 55 bridge jobs totaling 
$4,065,000. 
Twenty-six 
of 
these, 
costing $2,977,000, have been start­ 
ed this year alone. 
"But the need for replacement 
of inadequate highway bridges has 
been increasing steadily and rapid­ 
ly,” Mr. Shaffer said. "More than 
half of the 6,316 bridges are either 
too weak or too narrow to accom­ 
modate present highway traffic ade­ 
quately. • 
"It is evident that the replace­ 
ment of all the needed structures 
will require an annual expenditure 
far in excess of the amounts pre­ 
sently available."

Keeping Blood From Clotting 


N 'O MAN W HO EVER HAS studied the human body can fail to be 
I v impressed by N ature’s foresight. 
Take the clotting power or the blood, for instance. It seems to 
have been provided especially to protect us against the chances of 
bleeding to death, for if the blood did not clot, bleeding from even 
slight Injuries could not be stop- de- 
ped. 
Blood would leak from the 
body 
as 
w ater does through a 
sieve. 
However, there are times when 
great benefits would result if the 
blood could be kept from clotting. 
Recently two substances which will 
do 
this 
have 
become 
available. 
Known generally as anticoagulants, 
their specific namos are heparin 
and dlcumarol. 
Heparin 
acts 
quickly 
on 
the 
blood. 
But the effect does not last 
long, it Is expensive, and must be 
given by injection into a vein. 
Dlcumarol, on the other hand, is 
Inexpensive and can be given by 
mouth, but unfortunately It acts 
more slowly on the blood. 
The ef­ 
fect persists for days after the 
treatm ent Is stopped. 
Both of the 
substances may be used at the 
same time.

Anticosgulants may also be em 
ployed when an area is suddenly 
blocked off by a blood clot or era 
bolus.

ously had a blood clot or embolus 
following operation of one sort or 
another. 


DURING ONE operation, especi­ 
ally, these anticoagulants are used. 
That operation Is one done to re­ 
move the womb or uterus, because 
it has been shown that in one out 
of every twenty-five patients who 
have this operation, a blood clot or 
embolus results. They may also be 
used following other operations as 
a preventive measure. 
Doctors know that these anti­ 
coagulants should not he used In 
patients who have a deficiency of 
vitamin C or vitamin K, or who 
have liver disease nor should they 
bo employed In some disturbances 
of the blood, or following opera 
tlon on the brain or spinal cord.
